SunjEcr: Central Advisory Board of Anthropology . 

No, F. 8-26/5 7-C.L— With a view promoting closer contacts 
between the Department of Anthropology and the Indian 
Universities and the State Governments where Anthropolo- 
gical and other related studies are pursued and where the 
anthropologists of the future are trained anti with a view 
also to providing for closer association of anthropologists 
with the activities of the Department of Anthropology, the 
Government of India have decided to set up a Central 
Advisory Board of Anthropology for the purpose of advising 
the Government of India on matters related to Anthiopology 
in India referred to it by the Central Government or the 
State Governments or by members of the Board and to make 
suggestions to Government on any such matter to which the 
Board considers that Government's attention should be 
drawn. 

2. The President is accordingly pleased to order that the 
composition of the Board shall be as follows:— 

(1) Minister for Education & Scientific Research 
(Chairman). 

If he is unable to attend the meeting of the Board he will 
have the right to nominate an Acting Chairman. 

(2) Educational Adviser to the Government of India 

(ex -officio). 

(3) Head of the Department of Cultural Activities & 
Physical Education (ex-oflido), 

(4) Two Members of Parliamen t— one from the Rajya 
Sabha, and one from the Lok Sabha, to be elected 
by the respective House. 

(5) A nominee of each State Government. 

(fl) 4 representatives of Universities having Post Gradu- 
ate Department of Anthropology to be nominated in 
rotation. 

(7) Four members to be nominated by the Government 
of India, 

(8) The Director-General of Archaeology. 

(9) A repiesentative of the Indian Science Congress. 

(10) The Director of Anthropology (ex-offido). 

3. The Deputy Director of Anthropology or the next 
senior officer in the Department of Anthropology will act as 
the Secretary, 

4. The representative of Parliament shall cease to be mem- 
bers of the Board on ceasing to be members of the House of 
Parliament which elected them or on the dissolution of the 
House of Parliament which elected them. The term of 
office of members other than ex-officio members shall be 
three years. Ex-officio members shall continue so long as they 
hold the office by virtue of which they are members of the 


Board. A representative of the University shall be a person 
of the rank of University Professor and shall be nominated 
in rotation by the Universities having Post-Graduate Depart- 
ments of Anthropology in the Chronological order in which 
they have been established.
